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Town steps toward 
corporate review of 
health authority

Town council is preparing to 
force and independent corporate 
review of the regional health au¬ 
thority, if they are able to get 
support from the four mayors in 
the area and the reeve of the 
county. 

Town of Didsbury CAO, Evan 
Parliament says, "We've reached 
that point where 1 think an inde¬ 
pendent review is critical because 
there is so much emotion in¬ 
volved." 

Coun. Gord Quantz added, "I 
think we are past time for a re¬ 
view." 

At a special meeting last 
Wednesday, council invited the 
Didsbury and District Hospital 
Task Force as delegation after 
their regular council meeting. As 
well a few former employees and 
members of the public sat in the 
gallery. 

Together the group discussed 
the problems they see with the 
hospital and how they believe a 
corporate review would alleviate 
some of the problems, or at least 
bring some recognition to them. 

The Task Force, which has been 
sitting quietly for some time, was 
asked by council if they would be 
willing to do some leg work to get 
background documents that 
would be provided to the office of 
the Minister of Health. This in¬ 
formation would be grounds for 
the Minister to consider a corpo¬ 
rate review of Regional Health 
Authority Five, its corporate op¬ 
erations, its personnel and its 
board. 

Parliament says he has spoken 
with the consultant who is doing a 
corporate review in the Lakeland 
Health Region, and he has outline 


what they will need to force a 
review of the operations of the 
local health authority, and that 
includes support from the com¬ 
munities which the local hospital 
serves. When the background in¬ 
formation is collected, the council 
must pass a resolution to request 
a corporate review and write a 
letter indicating such. They then 
should go to Carstairs council, Cre 
mona council and Mountain View 
County and ask if they would be 
willing to support them in their 
quest. If so, written confirmation 
would be required. 

The consultant believes that 
with all of that in place, a corpo¬ 
rate review would be granted by 
the Minister's office. 

"Now it would be a regional 
concern involving a lot of people," 
said Parliament. He added that 
he had also spoken to the local 
MLA, Richard Marz who said he 
would support the communities if 
they made a decision to go ahead 
and force the review of operations 
at RHA5. Marz confirmed that 
Thursday morning, but added that 
all of the written confirmation of 
support would be needed and he 
wanted to be sure that the coun¬ 
cils had taken due diligence to be 
sure they were representing the 
constituents. 

Everyone in attendance spoke 
about the importance having the 
allegiance of all the communities 
in the area to force a corporate 
review. 

The desire for the review has 
grown out of fear for the local 
hospital, said councillors. 

When RHA5 announced they 
were required to do an independ¬ 
ent review of the configuration of 


the beds at the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal, they also announced that the 
acute care portion of the facility 
was only running at a 49% occu¬ 
pancy. Although the region's CEO 
said there would not be any loss of 
beds, he did admit that some of 
the acute care beds could be moved 
into other areas of the hospital. 
Council has expressed their con¬ 
cern about losing any acute care 
beds, and doctors have stated that 
a loss in acute care beds would 
result in increasing difficulty in 
retaining existing doctors, let 
alone recruiting any new ones. 

Most of those around the coun¬ 
cil table, including members of 
the Task Force indicated they felt 
the review was necessary because 
there is a desperate need to im¬ 
prove communication between 
everyone involved including the 
RHA, the hospital staff, the doc¬ 


tors and the community. 

'We don't know what is going 
on and we don't have any confi¬ 
dence when we are told what's 
going on that it is accurate," said 
Millie Lennox who serves with 
the Rosebud Health Foundation. 

County councillor, Dave 
Derksen who attended the meet¬ 
ing said that he and other county 
representatives have found the 
same problem. He says there have 
been times when they have put in 
requests to obtain budgets or docu - 
ments from the health authority 
and were denied access. 

We never get them and when 
we do, they are in bad condition," 
says Derksen. 

Bill Cowan, a member of the 
Task Force said, 'Tve been very 
frustrated win trying to deal with 
the present people." He also cited 
occasions where he was denied 


access to information. 

Coun. Judy Kaupp expressed 
her frustration with the way 
things that are communicated 
seem to have questionable accu¬ 
racy. 

"Somebody is lying somewhere 
along the line," she said. She also 
addressed the statistics that the 
RHA are tossing out in terms of 
the utilization of the Didsbury 
Hospital. Kaupp says the math¬ 
ematical formula the region uses 
to determine accuracy is mislead¬ 
ing when written down in biack 
and white. She says she disputes 
those numbers and worked some 
numbers to come up with an ac¬ 
tual utilization. She says instead 
of 49% occupancy in acute care, 
the real numbers show 83% occu¬ 
pancy in January, and 68.6% over 
the past five months.

Man killed near Olds 

Last Wednesday afternoon a tragic accident on Hwy. 2 
near Olds claimed the life of a Calgary man. William 
Whitelaw, 31, and his passenger Velma Whitelaw, 76 were 
travelling south along the main highway. They had just 
passed the Olds overpass when the rear of their vehicle was 
clipped from behind by a southbound tractor trailer unit. 
William sustained m^jor injuries and later died at the Olds 
Hospital. The passenger was also taken to the hospital, but 
had only suffered minor injuries and is listed in stable 
condition at the hospital. She was expected to be released 
shortly. 

The driver of the tractor and trailer unit was also treated 
for minor iryuries and released from hospital. 

The accident is still under investigation by the Innisfail 
RCMP Traffic Services Unit.

Hugh Sutherland School in 
Carstairs is preparing for ma¬ 
jor modernization, and they 
are hoping to keep the com¬ 
munity who has long been in¬ 
volved in school issues, in¬ 
volved in the plans. 

"We are setting in place a 
building committee that will 
have a cross section of the 
community," reported Lyall 
Thomson, the assistant su¬ 
perintendent in charge of 
building and maintenance. 

This committee will be made 
up of the local trustee, Ian 
Taylor, business community 
members, teachers, the prin¬ 
cipal, and a school council rep¬ 
resentative. The committee is 
also likely to include a mem¬ 
ber of the Carstairs Futures 
Committee, who was the group 
who lobbied and fundraised to 
have a new school built in the 
town of Carstairs instead of 
spending money on moderni¬ 
zation. 

When the Futures project 
fell through this winter be¬ 
cause the board withdrew its 
support, the plans for revert¬ 
ing back to modernization 
plans began. 

The school board reports 
they have met with the archi¬ 
tect who is detailing what will 
need to be done to bring the 
school up to date in terms of 
mechanical, electrical and 
structural problems. 

"Things are going along 


well," says Thomson. 

The cost of the moderniza¬ 
tion is expected to be about 
$3.1 million, some of which 
has been earmarked for cer¬ 
tain aspects of modernization 
like creating Career and Tech¬ 
nology Studies areas. The 
money has been budgeted for 
in the board’s budget for a few 
years, but was put on hold 
while the Futures Committee 
rallied to alter the project and 
funding. 

Thomson reported to the 
board that following the meet¬ 
ings with the architect and 
the community building com¬ 
mittee, tenders will be put out 
for a construction manager and 
the project will begin. He hopes 
to see the construction moving 
by the spring or summer. 

"And, we hope to be complete 
by this time next year," says 
Thomson. 

Trustee, Stuart Little clari¬ 
fied that the funding provided 
by the province for the mod¬ 
ernization does not allow for 
any construction outside the 
school such as expansions onto 
the existing facility, but rather 
must be all internal. 

This may include knocking 
out walls in hallways in the 
senior high section of the 
school which are considered 
to be extremely narrow. All of 
the details of the plans will be 
worked out with the board, 
the architect and the building 
committee which is to be 


formed immediately. 

A community building com¬ 
mittee being involved in the 
decision making for a school is 
not a new concept. Thomson 
reports that a similar commit¬ 
tee is working with the board 
during major modernization at 
H.J. Cody school in Sylvan Lake 


and the input has been helpful. 

Trustees also made plans to 
tour the schools in the jurisdic¬ 
tion, especially those with ma¬ 
jor modernization plans such 
as Hugh Sutherland, so that 
they may have a frame of refer¬ 
ence when discussing and ap¬ 
proving plans. 


Grade 8’s stay at Westglen, says report

The debate about moving the 
Grade 8 class out of Westglen 
and into the high school has 
been quelled another year, and 
this time by an expert. 

Grade configurations in Dids- 
bury will remain the same as 
they presently are, says 
Chinook's Edge. 

Late last year the school 
board, and especially Didsbury 
trustee Roy Brassard, expressed 
concern about the issue. He said 
that although the parents had 
been polled two years ago and 
sent a clear message that they 
did not want the Grade 8 stu¬ 
dents moving into the high 
school, it was time to re-exam¬ 
ine the issue because of capacity 


ratings. 

The board decided that the 
issue was too emotionally 
charged for anyone internally 
to do the review, and therefore 
they chose to hire an outside 
consultant. 

The consultant conducted 
his study in January, reviewing 
all three schools in Didsbury, 
and his preliminary report was 
returned to the board last week. 

His numbers showed that 
when the mezzanine in both the 
Industrial Arts room and the 
library were taken into account 
as operational capacity, the num¬ 
bers at Westglen were actually 
only at a level of 92%. This was 
contradictory to the 112% Al¬ 
berta Education’s numbers show 
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a higher percentage because 
they do not take that space into 
account. 

Didsbury High School shows a 
capacity of 56% in provincial num¬ 
bers, however the consultant's re¬ 
port shows a level of 75% taking all 
things into account. And, accord¬ 


ing to both numbers, Ross Ford is in 
the 82% to 84% range. 

According to a press release from 
Chinook's Edge superintendent, 
Herb Fader, "this will be reviewed 
again when one of the schools 
reaches 100% utilization of its op¬ 
erational capacity."

Advertising in 
schools discouraged

Everywhere one looks these days there is advertising in some 
form. Any surface, large or small, can double as an advertising 
billboard. 

However, Chinook’s Edge School Division is worried that this 
type of overbearing advertising will infiltrate the schools in the 
jurisdiction and have set forth to create a policy to control what 
goes into the schools. 

"Were dealing with a captive and impressionable audience 
there. We should have some control," says board chair, Roy 
Brassard. 

Some months ago the discussion regarding advertising in the 
schools was initiated at the board level. The board then decided 
that the policy committee should examine creating a policy that 
would address their concerns. 

That draft policy hit the board table last week. 

The outline stated, "The board believes advertising in the 
schools should be discouraged." However, it gave principals 
discretionary judgement on what type of commercialism can take 
place within the schools. 

This clause bothered some trustees who said the types of offers 
in both cash and merchandise that some of the bigger corporations 
make to the principals in return for contracts within the school, 
can be very tempting. 

"Some can get more aggressive than others," said Brassard. 

Trustee Doug Campbell said that although he agreed with 
making a policy that clarified the belief of the board, he added that 
advertising has been in the schools for years and does a great deal 
towards funding some of the extras in local schools. He said it 
would be pretty hard to ban advertising altogether. 

"As much as we’d like to philosophically, it's just not practical." 

Other trustees said they wondered how they could create a 
policy that would truly be effective because often advertising is 
based on taste, placement and other intangible items. 

However, after discussion, all the trustees felt that some 
comment from the board in terms of a policy would at least be 
background to work with. 

Trustee Sandi Chalmers said she would be interested to know 
what contracts the schools in the jurisdiction are already involved 
in. The board chose the send out the draft policy to the stakehold¬ 
ers, which would be principals mostly, for input. A second motion 
was made to also ask all of those principals for a list and details of 
the advertising contracts they are currently involved in. 

The advertising policy will come back to the board at a future 
meeting once all of the input has been gathered and revisions made. 



Board may change Gr. 1 entrance

The local school board says 
they support a standard Grade 
1 entrance age, and suggest 
that it should be younger than 
what they currently require. 

The board entered into the 
discussion when they were in¬ 
formed that an MLA in Wain- 
wright would like to bring for¬ 
ward legislation during the 
spring session to standardize 
the age of children entering 
Grade 1. The problem that cur¬ 
rently exists is that different 
jurisdictions set their own age 
requirements. 

For instance, in Chinook's 
Edge a child who is not five 
years old by Sept. 1, but is of 
that age by Mar. 1, they are 
permitted to enter Grade 1. In 
other jurisdictions the age 
limit is set as early as Sept.l 
or Dec. 31. Therefore, a child 
who enters school in Chinook's 
Edge and then transfers to 
another school jurisdiction, 
would be a great deal younger 
than other students. This is 
causing a problem with the 
mobility of Albertans across 
the province. 

Superintendent, Herb Fader 
said he has spoken to Grade 1 
teachers who are finding it 
difficult because there can be a 
big difference in ages in one 
classroom and with that comes 
different maturity and ability. 

"Some of the students are 
not mature enough to do some 
of the tasks they are required 


to do in Grade 1," he said. "If 
there is a standard across the 
province, it makes sense to 
me." 

Some trustees said that al¬ 
though they agreed that a 
standard needs to be set, some¬ 
times it is difficult to explain 
to the kids or parents when 
the child is only a few days or 
weeks away from the deadline 
and is not able to start school 
with their peers. 

But, board chair Roy 
Brassard said, "No matter 
where you build the fence, 
somebody is going to be on the 
other side." 

Further into the discus¬ 
sion, trustees said they would 
be willing to send a letter to 
the Alberta School Board As¬ 
sociation supporting a stand¬ 
ardized date, however the 
board wished to discuss with 
the principals and teachers in 
the jurisdiction what they felt 
the appropriate cut off date 
would be before the board com¬ 
mitted to anything. 


If the date was changed to 
Dec. 31, as is being suggested 
by the Wainwright MLA, Chi¬ 
nook's Edge would be required 
to a change clauses in their 
policies regarding Grade 1 age 
of entrance. 

Local elementry school 
principal, Grant Spence says 
he would support such a 
change because he also be¬ 
lieves that some children are 
entering the school system too 
early and may not be prepared 
for what is required of them. 

"I think everyone would ap¬ 
plaud that (change)," he said 
adding sometimes keeping a 
child out of school for one 
extra year is far more benefi¬ 
cial in the end. "A year later 
would be much better." 

The superintendent clari¬ 
fied that the board was not 
actually changing their policy, 
only agreeing that there should 
be a standard age across the 
province to make transitions 
easier for teachers and stu¬ 
dents. 


Volunteer policy debated 
again at board level

A proposed policy dealing 
with volunteers in the school 
was again sent back to the 
policy committee for revi¬ 
sions. 

The policy, which deals 
with how volunteers are dealt 
with, has come to the board 
a number of times and has 
also gone out to stakehold¬ 
ers at least once, and has 
been across a lawyer's desk. 

There has been incredible 
amounts of input on the draft 
policy by board members, the 
lawyer, and the stakehold¬ 
ers. 

"This one (draft policy) 
has generated a lot of discus¬ 
sion from stakeholders," said 
trustee Ian Taylor who sits 
on the policy committee. He 
said the committee received 
stacks of input, both posi¬ 
tive and negative as well as 
questions about how the 
policy would affect both the 
volunteers and the schools. 

Parts of the original draft 
policy referred to having vol¬ 
unteers who work in the 
school often, to have a crimi¬ 
nal record check. Questions 
about who would bear the 
cost of the record check came 
from both the stakeholders 
and board members. 

Trustee Stuart Little 
stated, "I think it is unneces¬ 
sary and no one should have 


to bear that cost." 

The lawyer who reviewed 
the draft document suggested 
another route could be in¬ 
cluded in the document to al¬ 
low the principals to choose to 
require either the criminal 
record check or a sworn decla¬ 
ration from volunteers stat¬ 
ing that they have or have not 
been convicted of any offence. 
It was suggested that princi¬ 
pals would know best which 
would be appropriate based on 
how much they knew about an 
individual volunteer. 

Both the lawyer and the 
board members stated that 
they felt a criminal record 
check would not guarantee the 
safety of a child any more than 
a declaration because the 
crimes they are worried about 
protecting students from are 
usually unreported anyway 
and therefore individuals 
would not have a record. 

However, trustee Doug 
Campbell questioned if a dec¬ 
laration would be enough to 
protect the board against civil 
litigation in the courts if any¬ 
thing was to ever happen to a 
child. He wondered if a decla¬ 
ration would provide the board 
with the "due diligence" that 
would stand up in court. 

Superintendent Herb Fader 
said there could be no guaran¬ 
tee either way. 

Another issue in the draft 


volunteer policy was ad¬ 
dressing the need for volun¬ 
teers to take an oath of con¬ 
fidentiality, and setting 
guidelines for their role in 
the school. 

Taylor said that he was a 
little nervous about the 
policy sending the wrong 
message. 

"On one hand we don't 
want to put so many obsta¬ 
cles in the way that people are 
completely turned off volun¬ 
teering and we lose some re¬ 
ally good people," he said. On 
the other hand he said that 
there absolutely needs to be 
something in place to protect 
the children, the volunteers, 
and the school board. 

Board chair, Roy Brassard 
agreed. He said, "I don't think 
we can ever be too cautious 
when it comes to the vulner¬ 
ability of our children." 

Overall the board said 
that once the draft policy 
had gone through the law¬ 
yer, back through the board 
again, and stakeholders in¬ 
put was taken into considera¬ 
tion and the policy was 
changed, the newly revised 
policy should return to the 
committee and be sent back 
out to stakeholders because it 
had undergone some signifi¬ 
cant alterations. Taylor 
moved to send the draft back 
to the committee. 
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PR Is Just a starter point 

Communication. 

Being in the business of it, I might 
have a different point of view, but I 
know one thing, it is absolutely criti¬ 
cal to making something work. 

Marriage counsellors will tell you 
that communication breakdowns 
cause many marriage breakdowns. 

But, in the unhappy marriage of 
the town's hospital and the local 
health authority, it might be the sole 
reason for what is happening. 

It is nice to see that the town is 
making so many efforts to revitalize the communication. They 
have done a wonderful job of communicating their concerns 
regarding our local hospital to our town residents, hospital staff 
and to our regional health authority, and will communicate 
them to the Minister of Health when all the necessary back¬ 
ground is in place to ask for a corporate review. 

But, the RHA has no idea how to handle it among their own 
ranks. 

The prime example of that is they have no idea how the 
hospital staff feel, and if they do, they've given them a gag order. 

And, to deal with little old me, they hired a public relations 
officer out of Edmonton. The same spindoctor who was hired to 
deal with Lakeland's press. Although this might be a valiant 
attempt for the RHA5 to improve communications, it has been 
almost laughable. When I repeatedly phone Jim Ramsbottom, 
RHA5 CEO, he doesn't return phone calls. Instead, he pays, with 
your tax dollars, this public relations mouth to phone me and tell 
me he has "no comment." What I can't figure out is why this PR 
guy, who's probably being paid by the hour, is being paid for a 
comment Ramsbottom himself could have made, or even his 
secretary could have forwarded. 

I know big corporations often deal with public relations 
officers, but to hire one just to deal with a small town newspaper 
reporter is silly. This gentleman may be able to build a great 
rapport with me, but what can he do about building a rapport 
with the community. And so what if I have a rapport with this 
spindoctor, shouldn't it be with the RHA5 board and its CEO? 

This matter goes way beyond a little positive press. We, as the 
residents of Didsbury need some positive communication in 
many forms, not just a PR guy smiling and nodding his head. 
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Taxes and health care - it's 
critical reform's pre-budget 


Finance Minister Paul Mar¬ 
tin, announced last Friday dur¬ 
ing Question Period that he will 
bring down the 1999 Budget on 
Feb. 16, 1999. Last Monday, 
Leader of the Official Opposi¬ 
tion Preston Manning and Op¬ 
position Finance Critic Monte 
Solberg released a presentation 
of Reform's priorities for the 
next three federal budget. 

The Official Opposition is pro¬ 
posing a $6 billion in increased 
federal funding for health care, 
$26 billion in tax relief includ¬ 
ing a $7 billion reduction in 
Employment Insurance premi¬ 
ums, and $19 billion to pay 


down the debt - all to be done 
over the next three years. We 
think this is a budget that truly 
reflects the priorities of Cana¬ 
dians for health care and tax 
relief, and responsible manage¬ 
ment of our debt obligations. 

Under Reform’s proposals a 
single income family of four 
earning $30,000 would get an 
annual pay hike of $4,628, not 
the pathetic $143 that Finance 
Minister Paul Martin is offer¬ 
ing. In a pre-budget submission 
entitled Taxes and He alth 
Care-It's Critical. Reform also 
calls for a comprehensive debt 
repayment schedule to reduce 


the national debt by $19 billion 
over the next three years, and 
an immediate $1 billion rein¬ 
vestment in Canada’s armed 
forces. 

We think it's time to put 
patients first and start rebuild¬ 
ing our crumbling health care 
system. The Liberals have al¬ 
lowed waiting lists to grow to a 
point where 188,000 Canadians 
are now waiting for care. Our 
pre-budget plan would go far 
toward giving financial secu¬ 
rity of millions of Canadians, 
and start returning the health 
care system to the level Canadi¬ 
ans deserve.

Health Statistical Supplement 


Key statistical date regard¬ 
ing the Alberta Health Care 
Insurance Plan (AHCIP) for 
the 1997-98 fiscal year was 
released by Health Minister 
Halvar Jonson in the 1997-98 
AHCIP Statistical Supplement. 

The statistical supplement 
is produced annually by Al¬ 
berta Health to report on fac¬ 
tors that affect the AHCIP, as 
well as major payments made 
by the plan. The AHCIP pro¬ 
vides Albertans with medical 
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coverage for physician and 
hospital services, and services 
of other health practitioners. 

Highlights of the 1997-98 
Statistical Supplement include: 

*2.847 million Albertans 
were covered by the AHCIP in 
1997-98, an increase of 2.19% 
over 1996-97. 

•527,419 Albertans were 
fully exempt from paying 
health insurance premiums. 
Overall, 20.7% of the Alberta 
population paid reduced or no 
premiums. 

•182,937 or 57.8% of Al¬ 
berta seniors paid no premi¬ 
ums. 

•$781 million was paid to 
physicians for basic health 
services, an increase of 4.84% 
from 1996-97. 

•Average payment to phy¬ 
sicians was $182,425, an in¬ 
crease of 5.1% over 1996-97. 

•Average payment to spe¬ 
cialists was $224,441, an in¬ 
crease of 4.3% over 1996-97. 

• 111 physicians.received 


payments in excess of $1 mil¬ 
lion in 1997-98. 

• 29 physicians received pay¬ 
ments in excess of $1 million 
in 1997-98. 

•At $438,072, the average 
payment to cardiovascular and 
thoracic surgeons was higher 
than any other speciality.

and other county council notes 


Payment parameters 

Transportation assistance 
grants were questioned by Coun. 
Gerald Ingerveld. The grants tire 
taken out of a pot of money given 
to the county for the sole purpose 
of helping residents in the county 
with transportation concerns. 
Ingerveld wondered how much 
background and research is done 
into how the grants are divided. 
He pointed out a case where he 
believes the money is far from 
being needed. 

Another councillor said there 
also may be some groups in the 
community who are not even 
aware of the grant who might 
qualify. 

Coun. Ian Harvie said that 
the county has been trusted to 
effectively divide up the grant 
money and perhaps should take 
the task more seriously. Council 
referred all of these comments to 
administration and asked that 
some parameters for next year's 
transportation grant money be 
set out. 


Muddy mess 

Coun. Dave Derksen asked 
the public works director, Bill 
Merchant about some problems 
that he has seen in the county in 
terms of sanding secondary roads. 
Derksen felt that certain mix¬ 
tures of sand and gravel that are 
being used in the Olds/Didsbury 
area were ineffective because in¬ 
stead of helping with traction, 
the fine mixture was becoming 
mud and making the situation 
worse. Merchant agreed that 
some of the sand was too fine and 
said he would look into finding a 
better source for the local area. 


Trail not considered 

Council received a letter from 
TrailNet Alberta regarding 
branching out from the 
TransCanada Trail System, 
which will be a national walking 


and biking path that will cross 
the country. Individual commu¬ 
nities in Alberta are being asked 
if they wish to become part of the 
Wildrose Trail System which will 
root off from the TransCanada. 
Each community is responsible 
to build and maintain their own 
piece of the trail. County council 
did not seem enthused about the 
project and chose not to delve 
into any discussion regarding 
the suggestion. Only Reeve Pat 
James commented, "I don't think 
we're particularly interested in 
advice how to start trail develop¬ 
ment." 

The letter from TrailNet was 
accepted as information. 


Sundre RCMP funded 

County council will pay part 
of the salary to add manpower to 
the Sundre RCMP detachment. 
The detachment has requested 
support from the County, the 
Town of Sundre and the Caroline 
area because they feel they are 
unable to keep pace with the level 
of activity in that area. At a 
previous council meeting, statis¬ 
tics showed Sundre is the busiest 
detachment in terms of manpower 
in relation to the number of call 
fielded. The Town of Sundre has 
thus far refused funding a por¬ 
tion of the part-time support staff 
position, but it was felt that when 
every other area agreed to fund a 
portion, the town would cooper¬ 
ate. Councillors were concerned 
that agreeing to fund RCMP was 
out of their mandate and may set 
a precedent not only for other 
detachments to make similar re¬ 
quest, but to the province and 
federal government who may 
think municipalities are willing 
to pick up slack. 

Reeve, Pat James said he didn't 
believe it would set a precedent. 
"I believe this is a local decision." 

Sundre area councillor, Gerald 
Ingerveld supported the decision 


to fund a support position at the 
detachment because he felt that 
the majority of the population 
growth in the area was rural and 
that was due to the way the 
county was arranged. 

"If our planning is part of the 
reason the RCMP are in demand 
and underfunded, perhaps we 
need to take some responsibil¬ 
ity," said Ingerveld. 


Speed problem, not roads 

In response to Coun. 
Ingerveld's questions at the last 
council meeting regarding roads 
in his jurisdiction that he felt 
had speed limits that are too 
high, administration brought 
back a report from the engineers. 
The report states that sections of 
SH 584 near Sundre that are not 
up to standard, are posted at 
lower speeds around 55-60 km/h. 
It also outlined the repairs that 
would be needed to bring the 
whole stretch of road to a stand¬ 
ard to allow 90 km/h. Because 
the costs were in the millions of 
dollars for SH 584. Ingerveld 
also questioned the speed limit 
on SH 760 being 90 km/h all the 
way along, when the engineer's 
report suggests the speed should 
be lower in some sections. The 
report back to council was that 
Hwy. 2A is posted at 100 km/h 
and is in similar conditions in 
some areas to 760. Council 
choose to leave the speed limits 
as they currently exist. 

Reeve Pat James said, "It is 
safe enough now if people fol¬ 
low the posted speed limit. If we 
wanted to elevate the speed all 
the way to 90 or 100, we'd basi¬ 
cally have to rebuild the whole 
road." 


Growing request 

Coun. Ian Harvie again 
voiced his concern over a re¬ 


quest for funding from Grow¬ 
ing Alberta. Harvie said he is 
unsure how the county should 
fall into that funding arrange¬ 
ment and was concerned about 
the ongoing nature of the re¬ 
quest. 

Growing Alberta is an or¬ 
ganization that promotes agri¬ 
culture, food safety, and com¬ 
munity relations. 

Reeve, Pat James said he 
thinks the funding request was 
reasonable and he believed the 
county did play a role. 

"I think if we’re (county resi¬ 
dents) are going to be players in 
the world market and domestic 
market, food safety is going to 


be a real issue... I think it is 
worthwhile that we support it." 


Regional appeal boardt 

Coun. Diane Davies asked 
administration about the possi¬ 
bility of creating a region ap¬ 
peal board. Presently subdivi¬ 
sion appeals are being done 
through the council. Davies felt 
it would be more objective to 
include some other counties and 
have a regional board. She left 
administration to further ex¬ 
amine the possibility and re¬ 
turn to council.

She also pointed out that she believes that Didsbury is so far out 
of the minds of the RHA which is located in Drumheller, that the local 
facility is not being treated fairly. 

'You look at the minutes (of the board), you look at the reports 
and you can't help but see that something's not right," said Kaupp. 

Others in the room had the same feeling of inequity. 

Lennox added, "If we had the feeling we were being treated fairly 
and equitably with the dollars that are available maybe wed have 
confidence, but we can't even get the information to determine that." 

Another communication issue that was discussed was the lack of 
ability for residents to know what is going on at the hospital because 
there is no leader. Lennox said that part of the reason there may be 
a lack of confidence in the local facility is that there is no account¬ 
ability. 

"Until the community has faith in the facility, people are going to 
continue to scatter (to Olds and Calgary.)," she said. "If there is no 
accountability within a facility, it is a rudderless ship." Lennox added 
that the board of the Rosebud Health Foundation has asked her to 
write to the Minister of Health to outline their concerns. 

Coun. Don Watt agreed that confidence is a mayor problem and 
added, "Even the doctors have lost their confidence." 

Discussion continued for more than an hour, and the end result 
was an agreement that the Task Force and the council would work 
together to get all of their support in place and then would ask for 
a corporate review. 

Cowan said, "It is just getting acutely more serious every day. 
Some kind of action needs to be taken now, immediately, yesterday."

At The 
Kitchen 
Table

As this century began thousands of young Norwegians left 
their homeland and sailed off to America. Home farms were not 
large enough to support more than one family, the unions were 
coming in and making it difficult for anyone who did not 
support them and the New World was a land of milk and honey 
with cheap, rich, land where with a bit of hard work, a fortune 
waited. 

In the Stangeland family Uncle Samuel and four brothers 
went to America. Samuel and Andrew (b. 1888) went first, Olaf 
(b. 1893) went to America in 1911, John (b. 1895) sailed away 
from Stavanger in 1917 and Magnus (b. 1898) left home in 1919. 
Maria (b. 1902) and Jonas (b. 1904) stayed in Norway. 

Opportunities in America were not quite a vast as they had 
been led to believe. John (my husband's dad) arrived during a 
flood and waded across flat Minnesota Farmland to be met by 
a family that was not overjoyed at another mouth to feed. He 
did not know the language, he was lonely and cold and wet. "If 
I had the money I would have gone back to Norway that day." 
But they were Norwegians, they didn’t talk much, they didn't 
complain, and they all found work to do. 

Uncle Samuel, Andrew and Olaf stayed in the States and 
changed their names to Olson. John and Magnus became 
Canadians and John also took the name Olson, Mac somehow 
became Olsen. John, ..."the name Stangeland didn't mean all 
that much to me, it was more the name of the district than the 
family anyway." 

These were hard years, they coped with loneliness, the 
language, strange foods and stranger customs. No one had an 
extra nickel, they all worked very hard and all but Andrew 
married and began to raise large families. No money for travel, 
no long distance phone calls and what with the day to day 
struggle even letters were few and far between. To further 
complicate things the wives really didn't know each other and 
in the earliest years Ann (John's wife) wrote and spoke 
Norwegian while Ida (Olafs wife) and Isabel (Mac's wife) 
communicated in English. Olaf and one of his twin sons died of 
pneumonia in the same week. The little boy was a year old, Olaf 
was 41 and there were six surviving children. Contact between 
the families became sporadic. The new generation hardly knew 
their cousins names. 

In June of 1998 Ralph and I went to a Sons of Norway 
Convention in Fargo, ND.

on the 
Family

James C. Dobson, Ph.D., is founder and president of 
Focus on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated 
to the preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, 
the father of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

He was for 14 years an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics at the University of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff 
of Childrens's Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in govermental activities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: My daughter has some of the symptoms 
commonly associated with attention deficit disorder, but 
she is a very quiet child. Are some ADD kids withdrawn 
and sedate? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes. ADD is not always associ¬ 
ated with hyperactivity, especially in girls. Some of them 
are "dreamy" and detached. Regrettably, they are some¬ 
times called "airheads" or "space cadets." Such a child can 
sit looking at a book for 45 minutes without reading a 
word. 

One teacher told me about a girl in her class who would 
lose every article of clothing that wasn't hooked to her 
body. Nearly every day, the teacher would send this child 
back to the playground to retrieve her sweater or coat, 
only to have her return 15 minutes later without it. She 
had forgotten what she went after. A boy or girl with that 
kind of distractibility would find it extremely difficult, if 
not impossible, to get home night after night with books 
and assignments written down, and then to complete the 
work and return it in the next morning. 

Frankly, the "faraway" child worries me more than the 
one who is excessively active. She may be seen as a good 
little girl who just isn't very bright, while the trouble¬ 
maker is more likely to get the help he needs. He's too 
irritating to ignore. 

Those who are and are not hyperactive have one 
characteristic in common: distractibility. Even though 
they flit from one thing to another, the name "attention 
deficit disorder" is not quite on target. It's better than the 
old term ("minimal brain damage"), but there is also 
misinformation in the current designation. 

The problem is not that these children have a short 
attention span. At times, they can become lost in some¬ 
thing that greatly interests them to the point that they 
aren't aware of anything going on around them. Instead, 
they have an insatiable need for mental stimulation 
during every waking moment. The moment they become 
bored with what they are doing, they dash off in search 
of the next exciting possibility. 

One father told me about his 4-year-old son with ADD. 
He said, "If you let that kid get bored, you deserve what 
he's going to do to you." That applies to millions of 
children.

ever, keep in mind that the 
other vehicle weighs 5,000 
times more than you, always 
has the right of way, could not 
even stop even if it wanted to, 
and would destroy your vehicle 
and kill you immediately if you 
collide." 

VanKeeken suggests a 
number of ways that motorists 
can avoid the deadly collisions 
with trains. "The tragic truth is 
that every year we get these 
senseless deaths," says 
VanKeeken, "yet all train/vehi¬ 
cle collisions are avoidable. 
Trains are huge, loud, and have 
incredibly bright headlights. 
And they always follow train 
tracks, so it's not as if they 
sneak up on you." 

General Train Knowledge 

•By the time an engineer 
sees your car, it is usually too 
late to stop the train. 

•A typical train weighs 5,000 
times more than you car. 

•At 90 km/h, a train needs 
about 1.5 to 2 km to come to a 
complete stop. 

•Freight trains can travel as 
fast as 100 km/h...about equal 
to a car's highway speed. 

Crossing Tips 

Controlled crossing 
(Flashing Lights/arms/bells) 

•Obey all traffic control de¬ 
vices and never try to drive 
around barriers. 

•When you see flashing sig¬ 
nal lights, make a firm decision 
to stop for the train. Indecisive 
braking and accelerating on the 
crossing can stall you car, mak¬ 
ing you a sitting duck. 

•The large white crossing 
sign will state if there are mul¬ 
tiple tracks at the crossing. 
Many collisions occur when a 
driver watches one train pass, 
thinks the way is clear, and is 
then hit by an oncoming train 
on another track. 

Uncontrolled crossings 
(Sign only) 

• Even on very familiar cross¬ 
ings, watch for the train. You 
may have crossed that track a 
thousand times, but it only 
takes one careless moment to 
cause a collision. 


•Look both ways. In bad vis¬ 
ibility (sunlight/fog/snow, etc) 
stop and listen as well. 

All crossings 
•Watch for multiple tracks at 
the same crossing. When one train 
goes past, check to make sure it 
was not obscuring an oncoming 
train on another track. 

• Do not shift gears while cross¬ 
ing the tracks; it may cause you to 
stall on the track. 

•Stop not less than 15m (2 car 
lengths) from the nearest rail. If 
you get bumped from behind, it 
will give you enough clearance to 
stop. As well, you may want to 
turn around if the train blocks 
your path for too long; if you're 
parked too close you won't have 
room to manoeuvre around. 


•Do not proceed until the 
train has completely passed or 
the train has come to a com¬ 
plete stop well clear of the cross¬ 
ing.

The shelves are filled with 
books, but much more than 
just paper and ink, the shelves 
hold memories of time gone 

by. 

Walking into Books Then 
and Now, one is confronted 
with the cozy smell of brewing 
coffee wafted with the scent of 
paper on ink, and the warm 
smell of an older home. It all 
binds together to create an 
atmosphere that makes one 
want to curl up on the couch 
and read a good book, or per¬ 
haps search out a memory on 
the shelves. 

Books Then and Now, 
owned and operated out of a 
historic house along 20 Ave., 
also binds together a passion 
for literature and the desire to 
operate a business for its own¬ 
ers Mac and Laurel Mackay. 

"We want people to feel com¬ 
fortable here,” says Laurel. 

Comfortable and wide-eyed 
is what most people are likely 
to feel when entering the store. 

Thousands of books' titles 
call out to people from the 
shelves. In fact, there are a 
total of about 5000 books in 
this small space and you can 
sit on the couch they have 
sitting in front of the window 


and browse through the selec¬ 
tion. 

There is everything from 
fiction, non-fiction, humor, 
psychology, science, Canadian

history, Clas¬ 
sics, children's 
literature, po¬ 
etry and west¬ 
erns and almost 
anything in be¬ 
tween that a person could im¬ 
agine. 

"We tried to get a mix of 
what we though people would 
be interested in," says Mac. 

Laurel chimes, "There's a 
little bit of everything." 

That includes things besides 
books like a selection of can¬ 
dles, book ends, and other pa¬ 
perback items such as hockey 
programs and antique cata¬ 
logues. 

When the couple moved to 
Didsbury from Calgary and 
decided to open the book on a 
new chapter of their life, they 
realized that they could fill a 
niche in town and fill a niche 
in their own life at the same 
time. 

Just a couple of months ago 
they opened their doors. 

As they prepared to open 
the shop Books Then and Now, 
they travelled around finding 
books to stock the shelves. 
Some they found at garage 
sales, some they found at peo¬ 
ple's homes, and some they 
found in their own collection. 
They said not knowing exactly 
what their market would want, 
they chose to stock a little bit 
of everything. 


Among the titles are some 
most would recognize, some 
many wouldn't but should ex¬ 
plore, and then there are the 
treasures. 

Mac found a copy of play 
written by E.E. Cummings 
called "Him." Although Mac 
says it is an unusually bad 
play for a writer of such ac¬ 
claim, it is one of his most 
treasured pieces in the shop. 
The book, which is in fairly 
good condition has been in¬ 
scribed with Cummings’ sig¬ 
nature and also inside the 
cover were newspaper clip¬ 
pings of play reviews and an 
actual play bill from a per¬ 
formance. This little item is 
the highest priced item in the 
store and is near $400. 

However, most books on the 
shelves are a great deal less 
expensive. The Mackay's say 
most are at least 50% off the 
cover price and most often even 
more discounted. 

And, if you have something 
special in mind, perhaps the 
bedtime story your mother 
used to read to you as a child, 
just ask. They might not have 
it in stock, but Mac enjoys the 
thrill of the hunt. 


"If someone is looking for 
something in particular, I re¬ 
ally enjoy that part," says Mac. 

Give him something to go 
on, and it shouldn't be too 
long before he tracks it down. 

Their store has also been 
the treasure chest. They say 
they have recently sent a copy 
of a book that someone was 
looking for to Scotland. 

So how exactly does some¬ 
one in some small town in 
Scotland find a book in a book 
store in some small town in 
Didsbury? The power of global 
communication, the internet 
of course. 

Books Then and Now is 
wired to the net at www. 
abebooks.com/home/ 
macmackay where there is an 
online search mechanism that 
allows customers to search 
their shelves virtually. 

"Most books are out there 
somewhere," says Laurel. 

And where they just might 
be at Books Then and Now. 

The store is open Wednesdays 
from 12 p.m. tp 4 p.m., Thurs¬ 
days from 2 p.m. to 8 p.m., Fri¬ 
day from 12 p.m. to 4 p.m., and 
the couple is willing to also open 
by appointment.

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equate moisture in most of 
the southern and central 
regions, but the northeast, 
northwest and Peace re¬ 
gions were dry," adds 
Dzikowski. "During the 
last week of June, the first 
widespread rain of the 
growing season covered 
the southern two thirds of 
Alberta. Precipitation to¬ 
tals of 50 to 125 mm, in 
southern and central re¬ 
gions, provided good mois¬ 
ture for crop growth. The 
northeast region reported 


slightly above normal the 
second and third week of 
May. The warm dry 
weather continued to the 
end of the month creating 
concerns about dry condi¬ 
tions for emerging crops 
and pastures." 

June started with a light 
frost but minimal crop dam¬ 
age occurred as a result of 
the near zero degrees tem¬ 
peratures in northern and 
eastern Alberta. 

"The first three weeks of 
June, showers provided ad- 


The 1998 average an¬ 
nual temperature was very 
warm at 1.4 degrees above 
the average for the 1961 to 
1990 period. The province 
averaged 399.7 mm of pre¬ 
cipitation, which was 
slightly below the annual 
normal of 442 mm. Aver¬ 
ages are based on data re¬ 
corded at 30 Environment 
Canada stations in Alberta. 

"Every month, except 
January and June, 1998 
had above normal tempera¬ 
tures," says Peter 
Dzikowski, agri-weather 
specialist with Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural 
Development. "While 1997 
was also very warm, with 
average annual tempera¬ 
ture of 1.2 degree Celsius 
above normal, 1998 sur¬ 
passed that mark." 

The above normal tem¬ 
peratures and a warm dry 
spring, allowed producers 
to seed early and crops to 
establish and mature 
faster. The excellent heat 
and good moisture in most 
regions resulted in one of 
the earliest harvests on 
record. 

"Leading into 1998, De¬ 
cember 1997 was the warm¬ 
est and driest on record for 
several Alberta locations, 
typical of what can be ex¬ 
pected in Alberta when El 
Nino occurs," says 
Dzikowski. 

"1998 started with cold 
Arctic air dominating the 
weather the first half of 
January, in spite of the El 
Nino. The temperatures 
changed to near normal 
values the third week of 
January and returned to 
above normal by the end of 
the month, more in line 
with the conditions ex¬ 
pected during an El Nino 
event." 

The mild dry winter 
weather continued into 
Februaiy with above nor¬ 
mal temperatures and be¬ 
low normal precipitation 
totals, typical of El Nino's 
influence on Alberta. The 
provincial average tem¬ 
perature was 5.2 degrees 
above normal. Most Alberta 
locations reported monthly 
average temperatures 1.5 
to 9.3 degrees above nor¬ 
mal. 

March weather was 
snowy with above normal 
precipitation and near nor¬ 
mal temperatures. 

A snow storm in mid¬ 
march dropped 20 to 50 
mm of precipitation in 
southern Alberta. Cal¬ 
gary's monthly precipita¬ 
tion total of 59.4 mm was 
412% of normal for March. 
Above normal precipitation 
was typical of most sta¬ 
tions in south west Alberta. 

"Albertans eryoyed sum¬ 
mer-like weather in April 
and May with well above 
normal temperatures and 
near normal precipitation," 
continues Dzikowski. 'The 
warm diy spring allowed 
producers to seed early. 
May started with daytime 
temperatures reaching 
around 30 degrees. Tem¬ 
peratures returned to 


maturity and an early har¬ 
vest with little concern 
about fall frost," says 
Dzikowski. 

"The first widespread 
killing frost occurred on 
Sept. 29 and 30. That's 
about two weeks later than 
the average first fall frost 
date for most agricultural 
regions of Alberta. Tem¬ 
peratures dropped to be¬ 
tween 0 and -7.7 degrees. 
The frost was followed by 
ideal harvest weather con¬ 
ditions."

About the CFC Bul¬ 
letin 

The Canadian Fire¬ 
arms Centre (CFC) Bul¬ 
letin explains specific 
areas of the FireArms Act 
and how it affects you. 
The CFC is the group of 
federal and provincial/ 
territorial partners im¬ 
plementing the Firearms 
Act which is being phased 
in from Dec. 1, 1998 to 
Jan. 1, 2003. 

Transfers 

Under the Firearms 
Act, to buy, barter, re¬ 
ceive as a gift or inherit 
a firearm is considered a 
transfer. As of Dec. 1, 
1998, to acquire or to 
receive a firearm in a 
transfer, you must hold 
a valid Firearms Acqui¬ 
sition Certificate (FAC) 
or a new Possession and 
Acquisition Licence. You 
may acquire any class of 
firearm (non-restricted, 
restricted, prohibited) 
with an FAC (although 
to acquire a prohibited 
firearm both you and the 
firearm must have 
"grandfathered" status). 
Your Possession and 
Acquisition Licence will 
indicate the class of fire¬ 
arm you are eligible to 
acquire. During the 
transfer process the fire¬ 
arm must become regis¬ 
tered to the new owner. 
All restricted and pro¬ 
hibited firearms also 
must be verified before 
they are transferred. In 
cases where a restricted 
or prohibited firearm was 
registered in the RCMPs
